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BYZANTINE COINS 


A Brief Introduction to Byzantine Copper Coinage 


A clear line of demarcation cannot be drawn between when the Roman Empire ceased to exist and the so- 
called Byzantine Empire began, and the same can be noted about their respective coinages. It was, in fact, a 
long transitional period with much evolution occurring between the two epochs. The rulers of the Byzantine 
Empire considered themselves to be the true and rightful emperors of the Roman Empire, albeit, a Roman 
Empire with an eastern capital in the guise of Constantinople. The people and rulers of the Byzantine 
Empire considered themselves to be Romans and this is what they called themselves as evidenced by coin 
inscriptions. 


It was a papal writer of the 17th century that termed the Eastern Roman Empire as the Byzantine Empire 
after the fact that Constantinople was founded on the site of the Greek city of Byzantium. This writer was, 
in effect, calling the residents of Constantinople, Greeks, which inferred that they were also pagans. By so 
doing he hoped to establish that the true seat of Christianity had always been Rome not Constantinople 
during the "Byzantine" epoch. 


It was Warwick Wroth, who in 1908 published his Catalogue of Imperial Byzantine Coins in the British 
Museum, that gave credence to the initial date of Anastasius I (491-518) for Byzantine coinage. It was the 
monetary reforms of Anastasius that molded the basic tenets and characteristics of Byzantine coinage. Also, 
by Anastasius’ time the western line of Roman emperors had come to an end. It was Anastasius that 
introduced the follis of 40 nummi that became the basic unit for the copper coinage of the Byzantine 
Empire. (Modern numismatists have termed the large copper coin first issued by Diocletian's tetrarchy as a 
follis, but this is a misnomer as this coin was probably designated a nummus by contemporaries). 


Anastasius’ follis of 40 nummi and its fractions, half-follis and decanummium, were doubled in size later in 
his reign and a pentanummium denomination was added. The emperor Justinian I (527-565) introduced 
dating to the copper coinage as well as increasing their size again. The follis and its derivatives reached their 
weight and size highpoint about circa 540 after which the copper coinage was reduced in weight and size 
several times over the next half of a century (practically eliminating the smallest denomination of 
pentanummium as a result). By the start of the 7th century AD such parsimonious practices as overstriking 
old coins instead of making new flans was becoming commonplace. 


Egypt, maintaining its numismatic singularity started during the time of Augustus (27BC-14AD), had a 
monetary system which used the dodecanummium of 12 nummi as its basis versus the follis of 40 nummi 
used elsewhere in the Byzantine Empire. Cherson used the pentanummium as a base unit during the reigns 
of Justin II (565-578) and Maurice Tiberius (582-602) and marked the coppers with H (8) and A (4) instead 
of the normal M (40) and K (20) (this was due to the debasement of the coins). 


The western mints of Sicily became increasingly important during the seventh century as the Byzantine 
Empire lost both prestige and territory to the Arabs, Slavs, Persians and the Visigoths. Demands of 
production increased at Syracuse (and Catania to a lesser extent) as other mints were lost to invaders or 
financial reorganization. [The Byzantine copper coinage of Sicily as evidenced by specimens in this catalog 
exhibit the beautiful emerald green patinas which have become synonymous with Sicilian coppers in 
general]. 

Anastasius’ monetary system was unrecognizable by the time of Constans II (641-668) and the follis was a 
fraction, both literally and figuratively, of its former self of circa 540. The practice of countermarking 
previous coinage, both whole and cut-up larger denominations, was introduced during this decline. 
Constans' son, Constantine IV (668-685), tried to reintroduce the large-size follis but his effort was not to 
last. 5 











The reconstruction of the Empire began during the iconoclastic Isaurian period, both politically and 
geographically, with the notable exceptions of certain Italian mints such as Ravenna (no longer an imperial 
mint after 751) and Rome (ceasing to be a Byzantine mint after either 776 or 781). Anastasius’ copper 
monetary system ceased to exist after Constantine V (741-775), the last to use the denominational 
designations of K and I. The mark of value M, last used in the eastern Byzantine empire of Michael II (820- 
829), did not represent a follis of 40-nummi by this time, but rather a half-follis of roughly half the size of 
the former follis. 


Leo III (717-741) had temporarily increased the weight of the follis but Michael II had to introduce another 
heavy follis which was of the same types as his lighter series. Epigraphically, the use of D N (Dominus 
Noster) at the beginning of coin inscriptions ceased to be used regularly during the early 8th century and 
totally disappeared by the 9th. It was during the Isaurian era that portraiture of the various emperors 
deteriorated to such an extent that only beards and figure size differentiated between senior and junior rulers 
portrayed on the same coin. Also, the practice of portraying deceased ancestors on coinage was introduced 
during the Isaurian period. 


The Amorian and Macedonian dynasties brought about several more changes in the copper coinage. The last 
remaining western mint of Syracuse ceased after 878 and Cherson was producing a copper coinage 
remarkably different from that of Constantinople. The practice of portraying Christ on the obverse and the 
emperor on the reverse became prevalent after 843, and the single copper denomination of follis became the 
norm. Theophilus (829-842) replaced the customary M on the follis with an inscription of several lines 
which was to last through the reign of Nicephorus II (963-969). 
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The imperial effigy was effectively replaced on folles during the reign of John I Tzimisces (969-976) and the 
so-called Anonymous Folles lasted until the reign of Alexius I (1081-1118) over a century later (but 
Constantine X (1059-1067) had slowly started to reintroduce the imperial effigy type). Anonymous folles 
can only be dated with any exactness when found with either an undertype or overtype due to overstriking. 


The monetary system of the Comnenid and Angelid dynasties is marked by the predominant use of a 
concave shape for the coinage. [Earlier, Constantine IX (1042-1055) had first introduced a concave gold 
histamenon erroneously labeled scyphate by numismatists]. A concave coin basically copper in appearance 
but termed billon trachea by contemporaries was the basic fixture of the Comnenid system as far as copper 
coinage is concerned. Billon only as much as the "black money" of feudal Europe, the trachy was 
supplemented with a copper tetarteron (sometimes called a nummus), a small flat coin. 


The concave shape of the coinage during this era resulted in an coinage that was both artistically and 
technically inferior to that of previous eras. This was primarily due to the problems posed by the concave 
and convex dies of varying and different radii. The iconographical importance of Christ on Byzantine 
coinage was now supplemented by the Virgin as well as various saints under different emperors. 

The Byzantine Empire went on hiatus during the years of 1204-1261, and the imperial spirit as well as 
coinage was kept alive by the Empires of Nicaea and Thessalonica. Both of these empires struck coins based 
on the Comnenid system including the concave-shaped billon or copper trachy. This period witnessed an 
influx of new and varied types such as winged emperors, fleur-de-lis' on coins of Nicaea, and model castles 
held by various figures. 


The Palaeologid dynasty marks the restoration of the Byzantine Empire in 1261 and was to last until 1453. 
Often neglected and scorned by numismatists, Palaeologan coinage is finally receiving well-deserved respect 
(see Simon Bendall's excellent article in the September 1989 issue of The Celator, titled "Rarities not 
Expensive - Cinderella Coins").

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It is a significant fact to mention that in these days of new coin hoards being discovered with amazing 
frequency, there have not been any new and significant Byzantine copper coin hoards on the market place for 
the last five years. Most Byzantine copper was struck from the reigns of Anastasius to Constans II and at 
the major mints such as Constantinople and Antioch (with the exception of the Anonymous types). Hence, 
the coinage of the more rare emperors and the secondary mints can be truly rare (i.e. it is not uncommon 
for rare Byzantine coins to be represented by 20 examples or less). Byzantine copper coins are, for the most 
part, common but since they were the coinage of the people - - they witnessed extensive circulation and 
wear over long periods of time until they literally wore smooth. As a result, Byzantine coppers in high- 
grade are rare. 


This catalogue represents the combination of several important collections which through a fortunate quirk 
of timing became available at the same moment, and for the most part, did not overlap in scope. Taken as 
one collection, this sale is, for copper, better than the monumental Ratto sale of December 9, 1930. It is 
comprised of rarities and scarcities which were chosen for their high state of preservation. It is important to 
remember the fact that the Eastern Christian Roman Empire (Byzantine) is not a minor culture such as 
Persis or Axumite but ROMAN and as such a rarity from this series is significant. Since Byzantine copper 
hoards, even of common coins, have dried up; a coin from this sale, which we believe will become a 
standard reference, will be a significant acquisition.
